Cagketynder his arme, he is preſently hem'din, 2 
prehended and impriſoned, and the Casker 
from him, and agai n _—_ to Fiemais ; when 
knowing that he ſhaldie for this robbery,as aiuft pu 
jry nes. & iudgement of God,now ſent him for tos 
merly. murthering of Barctano, he hauing no other 
hope to cſcape death but by the means of Albemert, 
he ſends carely the next morning for his man Yalerin,

why ſhe ſo ſoone diſlikes him : for he beares himſelfe! 
ſo ſtrangely, and withall, ſo vnkindlyrowards her; zs 
her deſires of his youth comes farre ſhort both of her 
expeRation and hopcs: for if hee lye with her one 
night, he wanteth fixe from her; is ſtill abroad, and 
ſeldome or neucr at home with her; yea, hee isof 
ſuch a gadding humour, and ranging diſpoſition, as

Gratiana's hopes, and her fathers creduliry of Z, 
Yafelays future affeftion towards her, as alſo her 
gifts and promiſes, ſo far preuayle with them, as ſhe 
1s now returned to her, from Nogent to Mans , But 1 
feare ſhe had done farre berrer to have ſtill remained 
with her father, for ſhe might confider,and he know, 
what little ſafety,and apparant danger,there is to re- 
lievpon the fauour of an incenſed jclouſie : LaYaſe- 
lay (in all outward ſhew) receives and welcomes 
Gratiaza with many expreſſions of loue;, and demon.

peſt affeRion and care hauing hearkened out one Des-

informed her to be an expert Scholer,and an excellent 

Chriſtian , ſhee agrees with himz whenallowing her 
ſonne an honeſt exhibition, and furniſhing him with 

Bookes, a Gowne, and all other neceſfaries, ſhe ſends 

himaway to Zoſanxa , charging him at his departure 

to bee carefull of his Learning, carriage,and ations; 
and aboue all, to make pictic and godlineſle in his life 

and conucrlation, the Regent of all his ſtudies , when 

with teares of naturall affeRtion, they take leaue each 

of other.

Mavrice being arriued at Loſayna, findes out his 
| Tutor Yareſins , who receives and welcomes this his 
Pupill courteouſly and kindly : but alas, the hopes 
of Chriſtinathe mother , are extreamely deceiued in 
the vertues of _ ; becauſe his Yices will inſtant- 
ly deceiue both the merites and expeRation of her 
Sonne, or rather change nature and qualities in him, 
and thereby ſhortly make him as vicious in Loſanna, 
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as formerly hee was vertuous in Morges -. forT write 
withgrieſe and pitie, that rodefinethe trutharight, it 
was difficult to ſay, whether he weremore learned,or 
deboſhed, a more perfeR Scholler,or prophane Chr:. 

jan: for albeit the dignitic of his Batchelorſhip of 
T heologie,did hide many of his diſſolute prankes, and 
obſceane imperfeRions , yet his exhorbitant deport- 
mentand induſtry could not ſo cloſſely oueruaile and 
obſcure them , but his intemperate aftcRionto drin- 
king , andbeaſtly inclination to drunkenneſle, began 
now to become obuious and apparant tothe eyes and 
Heads of his Coledze , yea to the whole Yniverſitie: 
A moſt pernitious and ſwiniſh Yice, indeedetoo roo 
much incident and ſubicR ro theſe people the Sw1ſſes, 
butif it had been immured and confined within theſe 
Rockes and Mountaines of Germany , it had prooucd 
not only a happinefle, but a bleſſingto the other We- 
ſterne part of the Chriſtian world , where it ſpreads 
its infetion like an vncentrouleable and incurable 
Gangreene, yea like a moſt contagious and farall peſti. 
lence: ſo as in Yarefius there was nothing more in-

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more. capable to learne Yzce, then Yertze 5 or rather 
Vice,and not Yertuc , (ith there is no ſhorter nor truer 
Art tolearne it, then of their Art Maſters, becauſe 
the example and preſident of ill doing in our Teach- 
ers and Superiors, doth not onely plant , but ingraffe 
and root it; not onely priuiledge, but as it were, au- 
thoriſe itin vs , ſtill with a fatall impetuofitie, with a 
dangerous violence, and pernitious cuent and iſſue : 
for if remedies be notto be found in learned Phiſici- 
ons , itis then invaine to ſeeke them inthe rude and 
yalearned people, and if the Precepror himſelfe bee 
not ſanRified, it is rather to bee feared then doubred, 
that his Diſciple wfll not. This (yea this) isa moſt 
mournefull and farall rocke, whereon diuers vertuous 
and religious Parents, haue cuen wept themſelues to 
death, to ſee their children ſuffer ſhipwracke: yea, 
this beaſtly and brutiſh finne of Drunkeaneſe, is ſtill 
the Deuils Yſher and Pander to all other finnes ; and 
therefore how cautious and carefull ought the Heads 
of Schooles 8 Yninerſities be, to expell and root it out 
from themſclues,and to hate 8& deteſt it in others, fith | 
inthe remiſſe winking thereat, I may (with as much 
truth as ſafrie)affirm,that toleration,is confirmation,

metamorphoſed in Loſana, as contrariwilſe,he onely 
drinkes wine,and no water, yea,and which is lamen- 
table to remember, and deplorableto obſerue in this 
young Scholer, hedrinks (orto write truer,deuoures 
it) ſo exceſſiuely,as his Cups are become his Bookes; 
his carrowſing,his learning; the Tauerne; his Studie; : 
and Drunkenneſſe the only Art he profefſeth : which 
filthy and infeRiovs diſeaſe, ſpreading from the Pre-.

| Now 7areſins, who will not bee aſhamed topitic 

this beaftly Y:ice in himſelfe, doth yet pitie it with 

ſhameto behold it in his Scholler Mazrice, and yet 
hath neither the Grace to reforme it in, himſelfe , nor 

the will or power to reprooue it in him ; but inſtead 

of ſtopping and preuenting , doth in all things giue 
way to the current and torrent of this ſwinith ſinne, 
which incuitably drawes after it theſe threefold di- 
ſeaſes.and miſeries : The poyſon of our bodies, the 
conſumption of our purſes, and the moath and Can-

to Morges, where with much birterneſſe and ſecrecy, 
ſhee taxeth and rates him for his drunkennefle and 
prodigalitie,in that he had vainely ſpent in one yeare,

But ſeethe lewd Oberileie, and wretched deceitful- 


| nefſe of this diflolute ſonne towards this his deare 


and tender mother : for then and there ſeaſoning his 
ſpeeches with vertue, and his behaujour with obedi- 
ence and pictie, he modeſtly ſeemes not onely totax 
her credulitic , conceived againſt the candeur and in- 
regritie of his ations; butalſo with a kind of Tacite

ons,gets leaue of her,ſomtimes to ride ouerto Berme, 
Soleure, Fribonrg; Apenſall, and other capitall townes 
; of the Cantons, where he falls afreſh to his cups, and 
| there continually both day & night ſwils his braines, 
| and ſtuffes vphis belly with wine, as if hee tooke no

Ir is nothing to cruſha Serpent in the Egge; but if we 
permit it to grow to a Serpent, it may then cruſh vs : 
a plant may be remooued with eaſe; butan old tree 
difficultly : To fall from finne to repentance, is as 
grcat a happineſle, as it is amiſery tofall from repen. 
tance to finne: and indeed to vie but one wordibe 
theaffirmation and confirmation of this truth , there 
can no greater miſery befall vs, thento thinke our 
ſelues happy , when (through our finnes) wee are 
miſerable.

into the world : and the prouidence and Iuſtice of 
God will not lead the curioſity of the Reader farte, 
before wee ſee this miſcrable miſcreant ouertaken, 
 withthe impetuous ſtormes of Gods revenge ,and the

ſurpriſe and befall him. Forro-rhe end,that the truth 
{| may. informe our curiolicie, and ourcuriofitic vs; 'of 
the Cataſtrophe of this Tragedy; we tmult vnderftand, 
thatit wasthe pleaſure and prouidence of God, that 
thebreaking andcuttirig away of Maurice hisArme,

placable; as his ſpecches were ſo many fearcfull out- 
cries and howlings, and his words ſo many yncouth 
and vnheard of ravings. 'So that whoſoeyer either 
heard or ſaw him, hee might iuſtly conceiue and af- 
firme , that hee had thunder in his tongue and light- 
ning in hiseyes-: For his crime made this his affliQi- 
onand phrenſic of his, ſo miſcrable, ſo impetuous, 
23s he ſpake.non-ſenſe perfeRly , and looked rather 
like a Furie; then a Man ; yea, his foule Conſcience 
and poluted ſoule, rung him ſo many Panicke

Who re- 
membring what Maurice had beene and now conſis 
dering & ſeeing what he is; They;who heretofore 
would nor be ſo charitable to releenc his pouertie, 
are yet now ſo religiouſly compaſſionate, as they pit- 
tie his Madnefſe ; So they command him from a 
on con, to a Chamber, trom his palate of ſtraw to 
a fetherbed, from his bread and water, to whole- 
ſome meares and broths; but all this will norſuffice , | 
and to ſhew themſelues, not onely good men, bur 
good Chriſtians, they to reſtore him to his wits and 
enſes, make yet a farther progreſſion in'Charity. 
They cauſe himtobe conferred with, by many good 
Diuines, who are not onely eloquent, butpowerfull 
to perſwade him topray often, and to practiſe other 
Chriſtian duties 8 offices, bur his cries are ſo our- 
ragious, and his rauings ſo extrauagant, as hee is as
